Rejections as indicated in the final rejection are maintained for the reasons of 

record. 

In response to applicants' assertion that Yu fails to suggest making an emulsion 
having at least 1 1 .67 parts oily component to surface active agent having a dynamic 
surface tension below 57 mN/m. As indicated in the rejection, the reference teaches 
using those surface active agents in oihsurfactant ration of 10:1 to make a transparent 
microemulsion for cosmetics. It is reiterated that differences in concentration in general 
will not support the patentability of subject matter encompassed by the prior art unless 
there is evidence indicating such concentration or temperature is critical. "[W]here the 
general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, it is not inventive to discover 
the optimum or workable ranges by routine experimentation." See In re Aller . 220 F.2d 
454, 456, 105 USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1955) In this case, while applicants assert to 
have found a specific type of surface active agents provide "superior transparency and 
stability'' in a particular oil: surfactant ratio, examiner views that the claim is obvious over 
the prior art because the reference teaches the general condition of the claimed 
composition, i.e., by disclosing the surfactants and the oihsurfactant ratio that is close to 
the claimed ratio. 

In response to applicants' comment, "the Official action indicated that the data in 
the Declaration were not persuasive because the data were not commensurate in scope 
with the claims", examiner respectfully notes that the Office action with that remark was 
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dated October 2, 2003, in response to an earlier declaration filed on December 24, 
2002.
